great principal the moment you 
stepped into the school. If the school 
was orderly, clean, bright, had art on 
the walls and smiling well behaved 
kids you knew they had a great princi- 
pal. 

When you visit Banyan Creek as I did 
often over the years you could feel the 
energy, friendliness and love that is 
Bill Fay’s essence. 

His teachers were focused. His par- 
ents were-mostly-happy (there are 
always a few). And the place crackled 
with laughter and encouragement. Bill 
Fay was the orchestra leader and set 
the tone. The culture of that school 
reflected his magnetic personality and 
his drive. 

Bill is an opinionated guy. That’s 
what happens when you care and 
you’ve been around long enough to see 
some genuinely ridiculous things. He 
did not suffer fools gladly and while he 
had respect for hierarchy he did not 
have much patience for BS especially 
if the nonsense got in the way of edu- 
cating his kids. 

He had some amazing teachers over 
the years and he sang their praises. 
That’s what great leaders do. They 
give credit to others and they are 
focused on the mission. 

Bill wasn’t just content to build a 
great school at Banyan he was a cham- 
pion of other schools in Delray Beach. 
He was a touchstone for other princi- 
pals, a leader among leaders and was 
deeply involved in the city’s efforts to 
improve its schools. 

He had relationships everywhere 
from School Board members to mayors 
and commissioners. From district offi- 
cials to city officials, everyone knew 
and respected Bill’s knowledge of what 
was best for kids. 

We joked about our affinities. He liked 
the Red Sox and Pats, I followed the 
Yankees and Giants. I appreciated his 
sense of humor but also his deep 
knowledge of how the system worked 
or in many cases didn’t. He’s been a 
resource for all who preceded me and 
all who followed. 

Here’s hoping he enjoys his retire- 
ment. And maybe, just maybe he will 
weigh in now and again because Bill 
Fay is one of a kind and we need these 
guys now more than ever.

Fire Prevention, water, 
and you 


_ Dear Editor: 

* During Fire Prevention 
Week (October 4-10), I would 
dike. to remind residents of 
‘Massachusetts about the 
<Titical but often overlooked 
role that local water sup- 
plies - and the systems that 
deliver them - play in fight- 
ing fires and protecting pub- 
lic safety. 

A properly functioning, 
well-maintained water sys- 
tem that provides reliable, 
ample supplies with suffi- 
cient pressure can mean the 
difference between a small, 
manageable fire or a raging 
inferno. 

But the water infrastruc- 
ture in many communities - 
pipes, distribution mains, 
wells, pumping. equipment, 
and other components invis- 
ible to the public eye - is 
aging and rapidly disinte- 
grating. This condition is 
especially prevalent in New 
England, where a number of 
water’ systems are more 
than 100 years old. " 

To safeguard communities 
from the ever-present threat 
of fire, reinvestment in the 


rehabilitation, improve- 
ment, and expansion of local 
water infrastructure is 
imperative so that life-sav- 
ing water can flow uninter- 
rupted from a source of sup- 
ply, through a network of 
underground pipes, to the 
corner hydrant. 

I also urge the public to 
heed the National Fire 
Protection Association’s 
important reminder during 
this year’s Fire Prevention 
Week: a smoke alarm 
should be installed in every 
bedroom, outside each 
sleeping area, and on every 
level of your home including 
the basement. (NFPA 72 - 
National Fire Alarm Code). 

At this time, I join water 
utilities throughout New 
England in saluting our 
region’s firefighters for their 
courageous, dedicated, and 
selfless public service every 
day of the year.

ith a twist of the 

wrist, it is there 

every morning 
for our shower and coffee. 
But in our hectic life, few of 
us appreciate the value of a 
reliable source of good 
quality water. We cannot 
even imagine what it would 
be like to be without this 
vital resource. 

The journey of water 
from source to tap has 
evolved over the years. For 
example, in the early 1800s, 
Boston residents relied on 
cisterns and private wells. 
As the population grew and 
diseases such as cholera 
became more common, 
city fathers recognized that 
they had to provide resi- 
dents with a safe and reli- 
able municipal water sys- 
tem. After studying vari- 
ous options, the decision 
was made to utilize Lake 
Cochituate in Natick -and 
construct transmission 
mains into Boston. 
Because of the higher ele- 
vation of Lake Cochituate, 
the water was able to flow 
by gravity into the city. In 
October 1848, amid pomp 
and celebration, a valve 
was opened and the first water flowed into the city at the 
Frog Pond on Boston Common. An estimated 100,000 
people watched as a fountain shot water 50 feet into the 
air. 

Over the years as the demand for safe drinking water 
and fire protection increased, the city looked further 
west for a reliable source of good quality water. The first 
step was the Wachusett Reservoir, which was created by 
impounding the Ware River. The reservoir lies within 
the towns of West Boylston, Clinton and Sterling. In 
keeping with the basic hydraulic design of the system, 
the water flowed by gravity toward Boston in 1908. 

By the 1920s, the metropolitan Boston area required 
additional water for public health and public safety. This 
need was met with the construction of the Quabbin 
Reservoir. The construction began in the mid-1930s and 
resulted in the flooding of the towns of Prescott, Enfield, 
Dana, and Greenwich. Such an undertaking would be 
unlikely today. The Quabbin Reservoir is located about 
65 miles west of Boston and has a water elevation that is 
about 525 feet above mean sea level. (The typical ground 
elevation in Wilmington is 120.) The water flows to the 


Sometimes the enrollment process is daunting and

Today the MWRA draws 
about 200 million gallons 
per day from the Quabbin 
Reservoir and Wachusett 
Reservoir and _ supplies 
water to millions of people 
in eastern Massachusetts. 
Residents in over 40 com- 
munities are indebted to 
the planners and engineers 
who built this sustainable 
water supply system. “One 
of these communitiés” is 
Wilmington. 

In 2003 Wilmington “lost 
five wells in the Maple 
Meadow aquifer due -to 
contamination from _the 
Olin property on Eames 
Street. The town was able 
to get an emergency supply 
of water from the MWRA 
system via connectiens 
with other MWRA commu- 
nities. In the summer: of 
2007, construction beganion 
a permanent connection: to 
the MWRA after Olin 
agreed to pay for it.’ ‘The 
water main construction 
was completed in 2009. ‘It 
begins at the meter vault 
in Woburn on Mishawum Road near the intersection of 
Washington Street and proceeds to Wilmington” via 
Commerce Way and Presidential Way then up Woburn 
Street to Lowell Street. 

Wilmington is allowed to take up to 219 million gallons 
per year from the MWRA. In 2014 the town supplied a 
total of 773 million gallons for the year. Of that total, 100 
million gallons was from the MWRA and 673 million gal- 
lons came from the town’s wells and water treatment 
plants. The town’s groundwater supply comes from four 
active wellfields. The wells pump water from sand and 
gravel aquifers at a depth of about 50 feet. Unlike many 
private wells, the town’s wells are not sega ve 
bedrock. 

So the journey of the water that flows from your’ ep 
each morning could have begun as far as 65 miles away 
or right under your feet. But either route brought it 
through a labyrinth of water mains, treatment plants 
and water storage tanks.

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Sutton Brook Superfund site clean up nearing completion:

TEWKSBURY - After two sum- 
mers of heavy truck traffic along 
Shawsheen, Bridge, and South 
Streets, residents can expect fewer 
trucks. as the remediation of the 
Sutton Brook Superfund Site draws 
to a close. 

The South Street site, formerly 
Rocco’s Disposal Area, was added 
to the Superfund list in 2001. EPA 
Remedial Project Manager Don 
McElroy began working on the site 
in 2000, even before it was added to 
the list. 

In the intervening years the EPA 
worked, to identify the Potentially 
Responsible Parties (PRPs) in 
2004; ‘conducted the Remedial 
investigation/ Feasibility Study 


(RI/FS), completed the Record of 
Decision that outlines the remedy 
in 2007, entered the Consent 
Decree into Court in 2010, and 
designed the remedy in 2013. 
Construction began in the summer 
of 2014. 

McElroy expects the capping 
work will be completed this fall, 
which includes the liner on both 
lobes and the soils above it. Finish 
work will continue around the 
landfill until weather impacts the 
construction. He noted that work 
continued throughout the winter 
last year, which was especially 
rough weather-wise. 

“Even if everything goes great, 
there will still be a minimum 
punch list of items that will be 
completed next spring,” said 
McElroy. 

Over the summer, during weeks 


of peak hauling of materials and 
supplies to the site, McElroy said 
truck trips were up to 150-160 daily. 
Despite concern expressed by resi- 
dents in the run-up to construc- 
tion, McElroy only had 3-4 phone 
calls, typically about a truck not 
being on the right route. 

For every call, McElroy followed 
up with the project’s general con- 
tractor for the haulers, Charter, 
and got back to the callers. 
McElroy praised Charter, saying, 
“Thy have done a really good job. 
They have kept in mind the inter- 
face with the public, which is 
South Street, addressed the few 
concerns and complaints, and are 
interacting with the EPA and the 
town really well.” 

While materials are still being 
brought to the site, truck trips are 
now down to an average of about

Thé Board at the time, by a four to 
one yote, agreed to support the plan 
to. reopen the bridge with the condi- 
tion that the Woburn City Council 
support a ‘truck exclusion’ as pro- 
posed- ‘by former Police Chief 
Bernié Nally. In addition to Chief

Nally’s endorsement of reopening 
the bridge, former Planning and 
Conservation Director Lynn 
Duncan recommended support for 
reopening the bridge. 

Mayor Galvin stated that the city 
has been seeking to reopen the 
bridge for some time to relieve traf- 
fic burdens on other roadways 
including Route 38. Hull plans to 
follow up with the Mayor next week 
to determine if he would like the 
Selectmen to consider issuing a let- 
ter of support. 

In the correspondence Hull also 
included a relevant section of the 
minutes from the Board’s meeting 
on April 26, 2004, recommendations 
from Nally and Duncan, correspon- 
dence from Representative Miceli 
and an aerial map.

Duncan further communicated 
that she did not see the bridge as a 
detriment, but that the reconstruc- 
tion of the bridge would “improve 
the transportation network.” 

In 2001, the Anderson Regional 
Transportation Center, which had 
moved from Woburn’s Mishawum 
Road area, had only been there a 
few months, and talk about reopen- 
ing the bridge had already begun. 

In a letter dated June 27, 2001, 
District Highway Engineer Stephen 
O’Donnell wrote to Representative 
James Miceli in response to a June 
13, 2001 letter Miceli had written to 
Deputy Commissioner John 
Cogliano in which he expressed 
that he is, “Vehemently opposed to 
reconstructing the New Boston 
Street Bridge on the 
Wilmington/Woburn line.” 

Miceli asserted that the recon- 
struction “makes no sense at all, 
especially since we have spent mil- 
lions of dollars for the new Route 93 
Interchange,” and that reconstruc- 
tion of the bridge, “would severely 
impact the Town of Wilmington.” 


At that time O’Donnell assured 
Miceli that the Massachusetts 
Highway Department “does not 
have any current plans to recon- 
struct this bridge,” however 
O’Donnell did communicate that 
Representative Carol Donovan, 
“has voiced her support of an area 
study that may result in a recom- 
mendation to rebuild the bridge.” 

Meeting minutes from a 2004 pub- 
lic hearing to receive comments 
relative to the City of Woburn’s pro- 
posal to replace and reopen the 
bridge, reflects then Chairman of 
the Board Michael McCoy’s opposi- 
tion to the project, however, at the 
time the four to one vote showed 
only Selectmen Suzanne Sullivan in 
opposition primarily concerning 
the proximity of the bridge to the 
Olin Chemical site. 

At that time, McCoy asked that 
then Mayor John Curran to review 
Woburn’s request. Curran stated at 
that time that there had been “sig- 
nificant changes since the bridge 
burned many years ago,” citing the 
most significant being the recon- 
struction of the new interchange on 
route 93 (Commerce Way.) 

Curran added that the City of 
Woburn would need support from 
Wilmington in order to obtain fund- 
ing for reconstruction of the bridge, 
explaining that the project would 
benefit the Town of Wilmington. 

Also in the correspondence 
Woburn City Engineer John Corey, 
Jr. stated that, “public safety would 
improve with mutual aid.” 

McCoy told the Crier, “A lot has 
happened over the last decade,” cit- 
ing that Presidential Way has

caused more traffic problems in the 
Town. “I have a vested interest in’ 
this community,” said McCoy, ask- 
ing the question, “Do we realy 
want to open this bridge?”

Another big attraction, as 
Murphy noted, was the 
coaching staff at 
Northeastern. Head coach 
Jim Madigan, along with 
assistants Jerry Keefe and 
Jason Smith made quite the 
impression on Murphy dur- 
ing his visit to the school, as 
well as during the entire 
recruiting process. 

“They were awesome,” 
Murphy said. “They were 
real honest with me about 
everything and they were 
very welcome. They showed 
me a lot of love and that is 
what I was looking for. They 
are great coaches.” 

The recruiting process 
actually went relatively 
quickly for Murphy and 
Northeastern, as they first 
made contact with the 6’2 
blue liner at the USA Hockey 
Select 17 Festival that 
Murphy attended in July. 
From there it did not take 
long for both sides to know 
that Murphy was destined to 
be a Husky. 

“The recruiting process 
started in Buffalo and then 
they saw me in another tour- 
nament about a month ago 
and one of the coaches 
called and asked me to come 
visit the campus,” Murphy 
said. “I said absolutely I 
wanted to visit and it only 
took me about a week after 
that before I decided. 

“Three or four other 
schools were interested, but 
Northeastern had exactly 
what I was looking for.” 

Having put his decision 
behind him, Murphy no 
longer has to worry about 
going through the recruiting 
process during his final two 
years of high school, certain- 
ly a relief for Murphy, but it 
will not change his approach 


to the rest of his career. 

“In a way it is a relief’ and 
it is one more thing off my 
mind, but I still know there 
are things I have to get bet- 
ter at and I will continue to 
work to get better,” Murphy 
said. “But it is nice to have 
it done with so I can just 
focus on what I need to get 
better.” 

And with his junior season 
at Austin Prep getting closer 
every day, Murphy will be 
looking to lead his team 
back to the Super Hight 
Tournament, hopefully with 
even better results than last 
season when they were elim- 
inated in the semi-finals 
after advancing to the finals 
in Murphy's freshman year. 

“I am very excited for the 
start of the season,” Murphy 
said. “We will be a young 
team, but the goal at Austin 
Prep is always to get to the 
Super 8 and to win it.” 

Cheering him on over the 
next two years at Austin 
Prep as well as throughout 
his career at Northeastern 
will be his parents Sean and 
Liz, who might have been 
the only two people more 
thrilled than he was at his 
choice to go to Northeastern. 

“They were very excited for 
me, and they were a great 
help to me throughout the 
entire decision process,” 
Murphy said. “But at the 
same time they ultimately 
let me make the decision 
and Northeastern was the 
best choice for me.” 

Of course, Murphy’s dad 
Sean knows a thing or two 
about attending a popular 
college in Boston, having 
played football at Boston 
College during the Doug 
Flutie era. Now an assistant 
football coach at Wilmington 
High, the elder Murphy 
might have to change his 
rooting interest the next 
time he attends the Beanpot. 

“He better be rooting for 
Northeastern,” Collin said 
with a laugh.

Wilmington deadly fire 
forty years later

+ Janis Jaquith is writing a 
manuscript with a mission to 
give her story an ending, and 
has yet to add one key piece: 
murder, 

- The writer and Wilmington 
native -has done extensive 
research and weaves a chill- 
ing tale of the 1969 fire that 
took the lives of a young moth- 
er and five of her eight chil- 
dren. 

The fire, once thought to be 
electrical, has been more 
recently re-examined due to a 
‘person of interest’ in the 
case: 

Retired Wilmington Police 
Detective Chris Neville, who 
‘knew the Landers family 
growing up, has_ been 
researching the case since 
2010. His focus is on the-same 
‘person of interest’ who 


approached the Landers fami- 
ly in the past, and has visited 
the family gravesite on 
anniversaries of the fire. 

A 2018 article in the Boston 
Globe had put pressure on the 
police department to investi- 
gate the now cold case. 
Wilmington police had initial- 
ly joined with Bradbury in the 
investigation, but not much 
has been done since. 

Shortly after the fire, the 
person of interest had bragged 
that he started the blaze. The 
police brought him in for ques- 
tioning, as he had been in 
trouble before for arson and 
other crimes, however there 
was no proof. 

Neville spoke with 
Middlesex East about his 
struggle. with the investiga- 
tion. “That was very frustrat- 
ing,” said Neville, about the 
lack of evidence in the case.

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Neville also cited that back 
then, nobody had smoke 
detectors and restrictions on 
materials that could potential- 
ly accelerate a fire had not yet 
been put in place. “Back in 
those days, everybody thought 
it was an electrical fire,” said 
Neville. 

Neville learned that less 
than a year after the fire, 
David Landers had discovered 
twisted-up newspapers soaked 
in gasoline smoldering under 
the trailer the surviving fami- 
ly members lived in while the 
house was being rebuilt. 
According to his children, 
David brought the burnt news- 
papers to the police station, 
located less than one-fifth of a 
mile from his home. 

Neville searched for docu- 
mentation on the fire and the 
arson attempt on the trailer, 
but found no police reports, 
only the individual police offi- 
cer’s narrative from the night 
of the fire. 

Wilmington Fire Chief 
Edward Bradbury was inter- 
viewed back in October of 2013 
by the Boston Globe. 

“At the end of the day, my 
feeling is that Nancy and her 
five kids were murdered. This 
is a set fire,” Bradbury told 
the Globe, after careful study 
of the black and white photos 
taken inside the house after 
the fire. 

Bradbury maintained that 
electrical fires smolder for a 
long period and create large 
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amounts of smoke and said 
that the Landers fire was fast- 
moving and largely restricted 
to an area in the living room, 
where a couch burned along 
with part of the entryway near 
the front door. 

“Tt suggests to me that this 
is a set fire and that there was 
an accelerant involved,” said 
Bradbury in the interview. 

According to Jaquith and 
the report from the Globe arti- 
cle, Wilmington Police 
Detective Brian Gillis, also 
involved in re-examining the 
case and photos of the fire, 

said, “It doesn’t feel like it 
fits an electrical fire.” 

On the night of the blaze, 
Friday, September 26, 1969, 
the house was full. Parents, 
Nancy and David Landers, 
their eight children, and a 
cousin, Joe Casey, who had 
moved in with the family 
after his parents had died, 
were sleeping at the time the 
fire started. 

Nancy Landers had 
returned home at around 
midnight after a night out 
with friends. At around 3:00 
a.m. a loud noise described 
as what sounded like an 
earthquake woke the family. 

Harry, 16 and Mike, 15 
who were sleeping in the 
basement area of the house, 
grabbed their pet monkey, 
Jude, and ran outside from 
the cellar door to the back- 
yard. Harry began to run to 
the Fire Department only 1/3 
mile away, barefoot, for help, 
stopping at the end of his 
street when he saw the fire 
trucks. 

Casey was awakened by 
the heat of the fire in his bed- 
room in the back porch and 
saw that his electric alarm 
clock had stopped at 1:20 
a.m., according to Jaquith,

With Damon's charm 
center stage, Scott has 
crafted an exciting, hopeful 
story about humanity at its 
best: The brightest minds 
working together for a com- 
mon goal that bridges inter- 
national borders and forges 


a feeling of unity. 

Affable and intelligent, 
playful and determined, 
Damon's Mark Watney is so 
endearing and entertaining 
as a narrator and subject, 
it's easy to see why the 
world would want to save 
him. 

The story begins with 
Watney accidentally left 
behind during a NASA mis- 
sion to Mars. When a fierce 
storm forces an emergency 
evacuation from the planet, 
he disappears in the chaos 
and is presumed dead.

He puts his skills as a 
botanist and engineer to 
work, devising a way to 
grow crops in the arid soil 
and make water by burning 
hydrogen. He rewires old 
equipment from a past Mars 
mission in hopes of commu- 
nicating with NASA. 

Watney is curious and 
talkative, keeping himself 
company by narrating his 
every move. He tracks his 
obstacles and progress in 
daily video logs. He chats to 
himself in footage from the 
helmet cam in his spacesuit, 
cracking jokes he knows no 
one can hear. 

"The Martian" unfolds in 
three settings, all spectacu- 
larly realized by production 
designer Arthur Max. 
There's life on Earth, set 
inside NASA's _ sterile 
Houston headquarters and 
the lively Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory; and life on 
Mars, a dusty, red, rocky 
expanse where nothing lives 
(which filmmakers actually 
found in Jordan).

‘Harry Agganis was a too- 
gobd-fo-be-true athlete. As 
the #inest high school athlete 
to“ever come out of New 
Etigland, he had a reputation 
that extended nationally and 
well’ beyond the borders of 
this! “hometown of Lynn, 
Massachusetts. Harry had 
classical form and an almost 
surreAl talent that made him 
a natural. 

“Harry was the force lead- 
ing the Boston University 
football team to national 
prominence. But baseball 
was His game. Despite being 
the !Cleveland Browns first 
round draft choice in the 1952 
NFL déaft, Harry signed with 
his hometown Boston Red Sox 
so he could be close to his 
widowed mother. The Red 
Sox were in the thick of the 
Ted ‘Williams era, and Harry 
was émerging as a star. 

A humble, modest, hand- 
sofae’Hero, he was adored by 
thé “Greek community and 
held in awe by anyone in his 
présbii¢e. As One friend said, 
“IfYoti took all the finest 


pieces of all the great people 
you knew and put them into a 
composite of one man....that 
was Harry.” When he died 
inexplicably in the summer of 
1955, the shock was seismic. 
The seemingly indestructible 
young man was gone at the 
age of 26.

raising the question of cut 
wires. 

Casey saw flames on the 
first floor and punched a hole 
in a window, severing nerves 
in his hand, and leapt to a 
small roof before jumping to 
the ground. 

Nancy and David Landers 
rushed to their daughters’ 
room where they were able to 
wake Susan and urged her to 
step out of a window and onto 
an eave. David Landers lost 
sight of his wife and two 
youngest daughters, as the 
room grew black with smoke. 

Nancy screamed, “I’ve got 
to stay with the kids!” and told 
her husband to step out onto 
the eave with Susan. 

Neighbors at the scene told 
the family that when firefight- 
ers arrived, David Landers 
was still on the eave attempt- 
ing to re-enter the inferno, 
calling to his wife, “Nancy! 
Nancy!” 

Firefighters extended a 
ladder up onto the eave, and 
forced David to come down to 
the ground. 

Firefighters found the bod- 
ies of Nancy Landers, 37, and 
her two youngest daughters, 
Lisa, 7 and Kathleen Claire 
(K.C.), 4, in the bedroom by 
the window. Also found were 
the bodies of Davey, 13, Billy, 
12 and Kevin, 9 in their bed- 
room. 

Jaquith, who now lives in 
Virginia, has been spending 
the last several years poring 
over facts from the case. 
Jaquith is married to Harry 
Landers, and has had the past 
four plus decades to think 
about what happened the 
night of the fire. 

Jaquith has made the case 
her top priority, interviewing 
family members, neighbors,

that night. 

According to Jaquith, as a 
teenager, Harry Landers 
played bass in a local band 
called The Lost Generation, 
and he recently remembered 
that in 1969, prior to the fire, 
the same ‘person of interest’ 
had asked to become the man- 
ager of his band, a request 
that Harry rejected. Harry 
said police never spoke to him 
after the fire about the man or 
his approach to him. 

At the time of the Globe 
interview, Landers said, “I’d 
like to have an answer. I’d like 
to have knowledge. I don’t 
know that it would change 
anything,” adding, “For 40 
years I assumed it was a hor- 
rible accident and I could live 
with that. Now I’m thinking 
that might not be the case, 
and I want something more.” 

While very little documen- 
tation has turned up from the 
Landers fire, Wilmington safe- 
ty personnel did find logs 
detailing several arsons in the 
town in the fall of 1969. From 
September 21 to November 17, 
there were 16 fires of suspi- 
cious origin in town, 11 of 
which were considered arson 


by investigators. No one was: 


ever charged with setting any 
of those fires, which actually 
include a report of a car fire 
called in by the same person 
of interest. 

The information along with 
details about the man who 
approached David Landers in 
2009, have led Neville to iden- 
tify him as someone who may 
have set the fire. Neville said 
the man had been convicted 
for an attempt to commit 
arson, assault and battery, 
check fraud, and _ other 
crimes, and has served more 
than 20 years in jail, citing
